TOO MUCH 3H WARDEN. 


Discharged State Official 
Boise Pulls Gun on His Successor. 
Prisoners May Revolt. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
BOISE (idaho) Nov. 23.—Trouble 
over the managément-of the State Pen- 
itentiary has resulted in Warden Per- 
rin pulling a revolver on Guard D. W. 
who had been appointed 
warden by a majority of the State 
Prison Board, and ordering him froni 
the premises. A revolt of the prisoners 
is feared as a result of the trouble 
among the officials, and Sheriff Agnew 
has taken up his quarters at the prison. 
‘The trouble arose over the discharge 
by Warden Perrin ofa clerk named 
Kelly, whom he charged with falsify- 
ing his accounts. Atty.-Gen. Bagley 
and Secretary of State Gibsen, consti- 
tuting a majority of the prison board, 
in the absence of Gov. Morrison, or- 
dered Warden Perrin to reinstate Kelly, 
and upon the latter’s refusal dismissed 
him and appointed Ackley warden. 
When Ackley presented his order to 
Warden Perrin the latter promptly 
drew a revolver and ordered him to 
leave the premises forthwith. A com- 
promise finally was agreed upon and 
the matter wil] be taken to the Su- 
preme Court, the miemibers of the prison 
board applying for 2 writ of mandate 
to compel Perrin to Getty er possession 


‘of the prison keys. 


In the meantime the prison is 
closely guarded against a possible ou 
break among the prisoners. 


COULDN'T REACH A VERDICT. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 23.—After

WINNING HAND. 


|With Harriman Controls the 


Pacific Electric. 


| H untington Loses Majority 


in Directorate. 


Certain Extensions May Now 
be Abandoned. 


A secret meeting of the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railway Company was held in this 
city last Saturday—the most important 
meeting since the company was or- 
ganized. ~. 

It was a secret meeting in every 
sense of the word—so secret that even 
Mr. Huntington's private secretary was 
not allowed to be present, and the pro- 
ceedings have been so well guarded 

ythat it is almost impossible to get at 
the exact facts. 

It igs known, however, that Isaias W. 
Hellman of San Francisco, who is a 
large stockholder in the corporation 
and hitherto has acted in sympathy 
with Mr. Huntington, swung his in- 
terests against him and by voting with 
President E. H. Harriman of the 
Southern Pacific (who was represented 
at the meeting by William F, Herrin) 
was able to elect a board of directors 
in conformity with his ideas. 

Insiders state that the stock of the 
company is owned in about the feollow- 
ing proportions: Mr. Huntington and 
Mr. Harriman approximately 40 per 
cent. each, and Mr. Heliman 15 per 
‘cent. These proportions are not exact, 
but are approximate. It will be seen 
that the Heilman and Harriman combi- 
nation could outvete Mr. Huntington. 

When Mr. Hellman was in Los An- 
geles a short time before this meeting 
he freely expressed his dissatisfaction 
with some of the movements made by 
a Huntington. For instance, he was 

opposed to the construction of the 
ropico-Glendale line. Aithough they 

were good friends, and still are, there 
were other matters congerning which 
Mr. Huntington and Mr. Hellman dis- 
agreed in judgment. Mr. Heliman said 
while he was here that Mr. Huntington 
was going ahead too fast with his raii- 
road extensions, and he thought it was 
time to call a halt. He added that he 
was tired of being called on to con- 
tribute his share of the funds to 
carry out these great enterprises. 

Up to this time, however, Mr. Hunt- 
ington had always been able to get suf- 
ficient support to keep his enterprises 
al] a-going and to embody his own 
ideas of expansion. 

HARRIMAN’S OBJECTION. 

Mr. Hellman found an ally in Presi- 

dent Harriman of the Southern Pacific 


for the reason that Harriman, too, had i 


a desire to curb some of Mr. Hunting- 
ton’s more ambitious plans. For in- 
stance, Mr. Harriman did not wish to 
see the pro 

Riverside or the Glendale read ex- 
tended up through the San Fernando 
Valley, for the reason that these pro- 


posed lines would parallel the South-. 


ern Pacific. Mr. Heliman could get at 
the ear of Herrin, the head of the legal 
d t of the Southern Pacific, 
and’ with his assistance, was able te 
complete the coalition which resulted 
in the change or contro] of the Pacific 
Electric and Interurban’ railways last 
Saturday. 

Mr. Huntington is still president of 
the Pacific Electric, but he has a board 
of directors which will vote with Hell. 
man and Harriman instead of with 
him when it comes to a pinch. 

Mr. Huntington is still in absolute 
contro] of the Los Angeles Raltlway 
Company, the original corporation 
which owns the local lines, as he owns 
a majority of the stock. 

There has been no quarrel between 
Mr. Huntington and his - iates. 
They are still good friends. e situa- 
tion simply is that they have disagreed 
on matters of policy and when the 
election came it was found that Mr, 
Hellman held the winning hand. 

RESULTS OF THE CHANGE. 

One of the most important results of 
this shifting of contro! is the likelihood | 
that the trolley line to Riverside will. 
not be built at present, and that the’ 
extension up through the San _ Fer- 
nando VaNey will be postponed, Mr, 
Harriman does not want to see these 
roads built and Mr. Hellman favors 

“going slow.’ He is a firm believer in 
a great future for Southern California, 
but is a very cautious financier and 
favors waiting awhile before expending 
great sums of money in further expan- 
sion of our magnificent interurban elec- 
tric-rallway system. The Santa Ana 
line and other lines in process of con- 
struction will be completed. 

These the present conditions as 
stated’ by those on the inside in Los 
Angeles and fully confirmed in San 
Francisco by those closest to Mr. Hell- 
man. : 

MR. HUNTINGTON RETICENT. 

These reports were laid before Mr. 
Huntington at his hotel last evening 
by a Times representative, and he de- 
clined to either confirm or deny them. 

“J do not wish to answer any of your 
questions,” said Mr. Huntington. “I 
do not want to discuss the recent meet- 
ing of the stockholders. I have nothing 
to say. I wish you would not press me 
on tHe subject, as I do not wish to let 
the public into the private affairs of 
our corporation.” 

Mr. Huntington its usually ready to 
give information about his great ente:- 
prises, but last evening he was some- 
what disturbed upon hearing that ru- 
more about the change of control and 
change of policy had gained currency, 
and was obviously: anxious io keep the 
matter quiet. 

Other officials of the Pacific Electric 
Railway in this city were interviewed 
about the new state of affairs, but 
while they admitted that a change had 
been rought about on the tines 
above stated, they declined to give out 
any particulars and said that ewery- 
thing must come from Mr. Huntington 
himeelf. 

A Times representative in San Fran- 
cisco interviewed Mr. Hellman last 
evening. He, too, was non-communi- 
cativé, but a close friend of th: great 
banker, to whom the inquirer was re- 
ferred verified the above statement of 
the case. 

While this change may defer certain 
enterprises as above indicated, it will 
not affect the general policy of the Pa- 
cif’ Electric Railway, which will be 
conducted on the same progressive and 
Hheral lines as heretofore. Mr. Hunt- 
ington, who has done such wonders for 
the growth and prosperity of Southern 


California, is stil at the head of the 
Pacific Electric, and will remain . there 
Which is a “su jent guarantee of 
great things in the future, 
Mr. Huntington is a hummer, and the 
Pacific Electric will continue to hum,

Umpire Gives the Game to the 
Siwashes. 


Chance Slugs Raw Official in 
the Face, 


Police Needed to Save Him 
. @ Good Beating. 


Seattle, 11; Los Angeles, 9. Eight 
innings. Unfinished game. 
| “I say, that fellow didn’t have the 


ball on me!” vehemently declared 
Chance. 
“Yes, he did,” replied Umpire Brown. 
“Well he didn't!” pped back 


“Bay, you're a son of a ——,”- hotly 
retorted Brown. 

Smash! and Chance's big left fist 
suddenly swung around and hooked 
Umpire Brown on the right cheek while 
Brown countered lightly on Chance’s 
right ear just a second before a big 
policeman made a center rush at 
Chance and shoved him back by weight 
of beef and impact. “Robber,” “thief,” 
“slug him,” “hit him again,” “soak 
him!" howled a hundred excited fans 
as they rushed on the grounds and 
surged down in the front of the grand 
stand, feverishly anxious to see some 
one mash up the umpire and greedy for 
the chance to do it themselves if 
Chance couldn't. 

Women stood up on the seats and 
screeched and a great chorus of stri- 
dent voices yelled encouragement as 
the crowd closed in on the badly-scared 
umpire and the angry ball player glar- 
ing at each other around the bulky 
form of the policeman who stood be- 
tween the possible realization of a 
thousand fond hopes and a white+faced 
man in a blue blouse. 

A second policeman dashed out on 
the grounds with the angry fans and 
reached the shaking umpire before the 
crowd did, or there might have been a 
hospital case for the league directors 
instead of a disgraced official who has 
performed his last umpiring in this city 
in deliberately playing into the per- 
centage column of the northern teams. 

This sensational] ending to the most 
notable ball game played tn this city in 
years happened right in front of the 
grand stand near the home plate after 
he game had been called at the end of 
the eighth inning on account of dark- 
ness. 

A thousand excited fans were yelling 
at Chance to “get the umpire.” three 
policemen were doing their best with 
| scowling looks and bold fronts to dis- 
courage the bloodthirsty crowd that 
poured on the diamond and peered 
through the grand-stand screen, and 
the white-faced umpire with the blood 
trickling down the right side of his 
face was looking anxiously for some 
hole to crawl into. He probably 
prayed he might find one as he trem- 
blingly walked toward the grand-stand 
entrance with the policemen huddling 
around him. Not a smile met him as 
he mounted the steps of the stand, but 
a hundred mad men and boys were on 
his trail. He walked up through the 
stand to the harsh music of discordant 
yells, while seat cushions and nasty 
words were flung at him. “Robber, 
thief, porch-climber, .drunkén _ stiff, 
bum, coward, sneak!” and other terms 
that could be safely used in the pres- 
ence of ladies were shot at Brown and 
a few of the crazy fans didn’t care for 
the hundred or more women still in the 
grand stand, when trying to think of 
something to call Brown. ;

Even the knockers 
grand stand and left-hand bleachers 
wisely kept quiet, for the cranks were 
so mad that they would have chewed 
up almost anyone. All that was needed 
was a leader, and if someone had even 
said “go get him,” the fans would have 
gladly pounced on umpire and police- 
men alike and carried their heads and 
bodies and legs and arms home as 
souvenirs to be looked at today and 
offered thanks for. 

A great crush formed at the head of 
the grand-stand stairs and a shout 
went up to “shove him downstairs.” A 
center rush was started by a hundred 
men and boys, but a warning cry went 
up to look out for the women on the 
stairs and this respect for senseless 
women who had no business mixing in 
an angry mob after an‘ umpire, prob- 
ably saved Brown the sore and em- 
barrassing experience of bumping down 
twenty steep steps on his head. 

He hurried down. surrounded by his 
policemen, and took refuge in the box 
office, while the crowd of several hun-. 
dred waited outside, yelling. In about 
ten minutes. Brown came out under 
guard of the three policemen to a great 
chorus of hoots, two uniformed officers 
being on either side of him and Po- 
liceman Dan Long, ex-prize fighter, in 
citizen's clothes, as a rear guard. The 
hooting mob of seared and angry men. 
moved slowly down Washington street 
to Main street and there met another 
delegation of screechers who had gone 
out through the Chutes grounds. These 
added the clamor, and, fearing vio-. 
lence if the attempt was made to board 
a car there to town, the officers and 
their very white and willing captive 
marched up Main street to Seventeenth 
street and then west to Grand avenue, 
with the crowd still with them. There 
they boarded a car and came into town 
and it is presumed Brown took the first 
train out of the city last night in order 
to keep the various parts of his anat- 
-omy together. No one can guarantee 
him a whole skin if he ever shows up 
at a ball game in this city again. 

FLOOD ALSO FIGHTS. 

Chance’s smash in the face was not 
the only one for the umpire, as Flood 
slapped his face in the second inning, 
tore open his blouse and ended by 
jerki off his blouse pocket and 
throwing it In Brown's face. This re- 
suited from Brown's rotten, robbing 
decisions whereby he was enabled to 
present the Siwashes with three runs 
and the game. Flood was too angry to 
see straight, and Brown promptly 
threw him on the bench for being im- 

tuous. Chase was moved from left 
field to second base and Ross put in 
the field. Later on ‘Bernard sprained 
his ankle and Brashear went to center, 
so.when the game ended the line-up 
of the Lodloos was about as badly 
messed as were their tempers. 

The events that led up to the final 
meeting between Chance and Brown 
are distasteful to.talk about, for they 
form a glaring sequence of studied at- 
tempts to deliberately throw the game 
to the Siwashes. His decisions were 80 
palpably wrong, false and contemptible 
that the fans stunned themselves try- 
ing to imagine how any man could be 
so “crooked,” as hundreds called it. 
It was the worst exhibition of umplr- 
ing seen here in four years, and Brown 
had Rube Levy and Harper skinned so 
far on all that was bad that he would 
make them blind with shame if their 
worst days. They were bad because 
of lack of intelligence, but he was de- 
liberately mean and rotten,

Superior Judge Hebbard of San 
Francisco has dealt'a just and sweep- 


ing blow at lawless trades-unionism,, 


and has emphatically declared that 
boycotting and picketing are iliecal, 
thus depriving aggressive unionism 
oftwoofits most notorious weapons. 
He holds that there are not, and can- 
not be, any authorities to sustain the 
arguments advanced, in support of the 
boycott and picketing; and he goes 
further and declares that a sufferer 
from the boycott, as practiced by labor 
unions, is justified in resorting to per- 


» . gonal violence, if need be, to protect 


himself, his business and his property. 
Judge Hebbard's ringing and patri-

In the course of his abie, exhaustive 
and — opinion, Judge Hebbard 
says: 

it ig very evident that the acts of 
defendants were intended to inflict in- 
jury upon the business of the plaintiff. 
it was a demand that the plaintiff sur- 
render its rights to manage its own 
business in its own way as its own 
judgment might dictate, and because 
it refused to surrender those 


There are not, there cannot 
be, any authorities to sustain the de- 
fendants’ contention, there is no law, 
human or divine, to uphold their argu- 


ment. To prociaim a business, or 


the proprietors thereof, “unfair” in 
this manner, is as infamous as to pro- 
claim before a private dwelling that 
the inmates thereof are prostitutes. 

The acts complained of are 
breaches of the peace, and it is safe 
ta aay that if met by persona! violence 
on the part of the one boycotted, did 
instead of appealing to 
the law, he would be justified by a 
jury under his constitutionai right of 
self-defense. . 


» It is the epirion of the court that 


ho man or woman, or any number of 
promenade before the 
piace of business of plaintiff, or any 


other person, bearing any sign, pla- 


card, transparency or writtén or 
printed notice of any kind whatever 
refiecting on the honesty, or integrity, 
or fairness, of the business itself, or 
the proprietors thereof. 


Judge Hebbard’s position is in ac 


cord with the attitude taken by vari- 
the country, 
and adds another significant and im- 
portant interpretation of the law of 
the land which vests in individuals 


certain inalienable rights that the boy- 


eott and the attendant agencies teek 
to deny and take away. It is of far- 
reaching importance ‘as driving an- 
other nail into the coffin of lawless 
unionism and its infamous. device, the 
boycott. 

The decision istimely and especially

BOYCOTT ILLEGAL. 
In tWo recent court decisions, and 
in macy court decisions antedating the 
two here referred to, the boycott has 
Superior Judge 
Hebbard of San Francisco, in a de- 
cision rendered November 21, went so 
far as to declare that boycotting is 
deserving of no protection from the 
laws, and is so culpable that a per- 
son who is made the victim of a boy- 
cott may resort to personal violence 
for the protection of his rights. This 
decision places the boycotter in prac- 
tically the position of a highwayman 
who assaults.a citizen on the public 
highway tor purposes of robbery: end 
in truth the boycotter is no whit better 
than “the highwayman. Judge Heb- 
bard's timely and just action is dis- 
cussed more at length in another ar- 
ticle on this page. " 
The other recent decision referred to 


was rendered by Judge Kavanagh of | 
| Chicago, on November -22,_ It 


was 
based upon the terms of the Railroad 
and Warehouse Act, section 2 of which 


‘prohibits the obstruction or the im- 


pediag of business. The question of 
the constitutionality of the act was 
raised on behalf of the boycotters. 
Judge Kavanagh's decision related 
more particularly to the practice of 
picketing, although it obviously applies 


with equal force to all methods adopted | 


by boycotters for the obstruction or 
impeding of business.

that the law is not only constitutional; 


but that it applies to all cases of union 
picketing.. This decision strikes a di- 
rect and effective biow at the un-Amer- 
ican boycott and its illegitimate off- 
spring, the union picket.

“The whole project of government 
reclamation in the, Imperial ‘Valley is 
now in the hands of the department's 
legal advisers. If they decide that the 


United States government can legally 


acquire such a property as the Califor- 
nia Developenent Company's, with an 
irrigation systém running, as it does 
in part, through Mexico, and handie it 
a5 an adjunct to an original reclama- 
tion project of its own, then we can 
fo ahead with the engineering work. 

t seems to be a question whether 
money from the reclamation-service 
fund can be applied to the purchase of 
this private enterprise.” 

So sald Frederick H. Newell, chief 
engineer of the reclamatian service 
during the brief visit which he made 
in Los Angeles yesterday, en. route 
from Yuma and the Imperial Valley to 
San Francisco. 

As to the question of the price—$3,- 

, emanded by the California De- 
velapment Coshpany for its irrigation 
System in the Imperial Valley, Mr. 
Newell was rather reluctant to enter 
inte a discussion. “The price is not a 
question that the reclamati rvice 
will decide,” said he. However, he said 
that in his report on the perial Val- 
ley enterprise, made about two months 
ago, he stated that he could not ap- 
prove the price asked by the company 
on the strength of the observations 
made by him at that time ~ 

“There is nothing final, ‘you under- 
stand, in my disapproval of the price, 
made as the result of my observations 
at the time the report was written. The 
California Development Company now 
has the opportunity to shéw to the 
proper authorities why its property is 
worth what it asks for it. ;" 

“The sentiment in the Impérial Val- 
ley is practically unanimous, I found, 
in favor of public ownership.- The peo- 
ple seem to think that they cannot get 
along without a change of conditions. 
But there is no use for the settlers to 
hang back at pretent from planting 
crope gnd going on confidentiy with 
their work. The question of who con- 
trols the irrigation just now will not 
alter the successful climate and the 
rich soll of the valley, or the fact that 
there is an abundant water supply 
availabie, that ultimately will Se ap- 
plied to the lands adequately, by some 
means or other, if it is not adequate 
now. At this moment there seems to 
be pienty of water in the valley. And 
if the government should decide to 
take up the work there, it would take 
weeks and months to get the mattera 
leading up to a beginning of operations 
Started, and months, probably two or 
three years, to complete work that 
would give the valley a better supply 
than it has now. The successful future 
of the valley, as dependent upon tts 
natural conditions, .can hardly be 
doubted, so the people will gain noth- 
ing by hanging back awaiting a settle- 
ment.” 


Mr. Newell went to Yuma from El 
Puso at the close of the National Irri- 
gation Congress in the Texas city, and 
at Yuma met Senator Bard. Together 
they went over the Yuma project, and 
then proceeded to the Imperial Valley, 


where they spent two days driving over 


the country. Beside Mr. Newell and 
Senator Bard, there were in the party 
J. B. Lippincott, supervising engineer 
of the reclamation service, with head- 
quarters in Los Angeles; Morris Bien, 
legal representative of the service; 
George Y. Wisner and W. H. Sanders, 
consulting engineers; Th 
Means and Mesars..Holmes anti Dor- 
sey of the Department of Agriculture, 
soil experts. 

Mr. ewell said that the Irrigation 
Congress at Bb Paso had, proven *very 
Valuable in Rarmonizing Interests and 
giving a ®roader understanding to all 
concerned of @Xisting and projected tr- 
rigation conditions in the West. ‘“Prob- 
ably the most f

a tour of projects in the Norib west. 


George Nox McCain, for the last 


quarter of a century one of the bright 


editorial lights of the Philadeiphia 
Press, arid récentiy editor and pub- 
lisher of the Colorado Springs Daily 
Gazette, stopped off in Los Angeles 
yesterday on his way to Mexico, where 
the whims of a well-earned vacation 
take him and Mrs. McCain. 
Personal participation has peculiarly 
qualified Mr. MeCain to discuss one of 
the flercest epochs of industrial dis- 
quiet in the West—the Colorado civil 
war, in which the lawless forces of the 
Western Federation of Miners, under 
the leadership of Haywood and Moyer, 
attempted to gain control of the min- 
ing situation In that State and ‘estab- 
lish a reign of anarchy under. which 
to maintain the upper hand of law and 
order and industrial production. Mr. 
‘ain was in New York at the open. 
ing of June, when the dynamiae mas- 
sacre was perpetrated at Independence, 
and he did not arrive in Colorado 
Springs until after the outrage of June 
6, when union strikers shot down and 
murdered in the crowded streets of 
Victor. But upen reaching Colorado 
Springs he set about the work of pro- 
tecting his property, the Dally Ga- 
sette, (which, though an @mployer of 


} union labor, had been boycotted by the 


federation for daring to print the 
news) and personally stoed by the sit- 
uation through the period of .semi- 
martial law that ensued, 

A few weeks ago Mr. McCain dis- 
posed of the Gazette, and he and Mrs. 


MeCain are now taking a “breathing 


spell,”’ traveling leisurély through the 


| Coast cities and the Southwest on their 


way to Mexico, where they will spend 
a month. As an editorial staff writer 
for the Philadeiphia Press, Mr. McCain 
traveled the world over, bat his jour- 
neyings never happened to take him 
into his country’s sister republic, so 


the jaunt southward is looked forwaré 


to by him and his wife with special in- 
terest. From Mexico they will return 
northward by way of El Pase, thence 
to Colorado and New. York.

“Tf the taborer is, for od reason 
or poor, or none at all, dissatisfied 
with the conditions of his toil, and ar- 
bitration has failed to effect the 
changes he asks, then it is hig invio- 
lable right to lay down his tools and 
go elsewhere.

Gertrude Cohen's Concert. 

Not long ago a long-fingered, red- 
haired little girl named Gertrude Cohen 
delighted a number of ladies h re at 
several of her plano co rts, and then 
went away to Germany to continue 
her studies. She came home again, 
guve a concert or two, settled down to 
the routine of:her work—and now she 
has announced her intention *of going 
back to learn mere of instrumental art.
